Gen* Miles Declares Himself Sup- 


reme at Montauk 


NO OTHER ORDERS BUT HIS TO 


BE OBEYED

Washington, Sept. 12—Special—Now that his foot is on 


his native heath Gen, Miles is asserting his authority. He 
has announced that he is in supreme command at Montauk 
Point, and has already begun preparations for the abandon- 
ment of the camp, which he declares is in an unsanitary con- 
dition and badly suited for the purposes of a military camp, 
.Before the close of the month every vestige qf the camp will 
have diappeared, and its fever laden memory will alone re- 
main. The commanding general has also instructed-the 
officers at the camp to pay no heed to orders that may be is- 
sued by Gen. Shafter. 
This is looked upon as an unneces- 


sary humilation of the latter—the visiting upon his head of 
punishment for acts of the war department, for in retaining 
•supreme command at Santiago notwithstanding Miles' pres- 
rse-nce Gen. Shafter was merely obeying orders from 
Wash- 


ington. It is the general feeling here that Gen. Miles has 
made a mistake in thus venting his wrath upon Shafter. His 
quarrel is with Secretary Alg. r, who alone was responsible 
for Shafter's conduct. 
The latter as a good soldier had no 


alternative but to obey the orders he received from the sec- 
retary of war, and can be held guilty of only constructive 
•disrespect to his superior officer. 


Will Fix the Blame. 


Washington, Sept. 12--Special—-The president has de- 


termined upon a thorough investigation of the alleged abuses 
in the conduct of the war. 
He has not yet selected all those 


who are to conduct the inquiry, but will do so in a few days. 
The commission will fix the responsibility for the selection of 
the camps in which troops were quartered as well as their 
management. 
It is hinted that other considerations than the 


good of the service influenced the selection ot some of the 
camps. This the president is determined to find out if pos- 
sible. Those who will compose the committee will be men 
of reputation and character whose report will carry weight 
with the people. 
The president is determined to fix the 


.blame and let no guilty man escape.

Prescott, Ariz., Sept. 12.—The town 


of Jerome, near here, was completely 
•wiped out Sunday morning by fire, en- 
tailing a loss c.t over ¥.1.,000,000 in prop- 
erty. 
Eleven 'oodies have so Ear been 


recovered, while a score or more are 
said to be in the ruins or missing. 


The fire originated from a gasoline 


stove in a cabin and spread so rapidly 
and fiercely that it was impossible to 
save even the clothing. 


The area of the fire was confined to 


a narrow gulch and ravines leading to 
it, in ivhich werp situated substantial 
wooden and stone buildings, the latter 
melting as rapidly before the flames as 
pasteboard. Over 150 residences av- 
eraging in value 
$2,000, 
twenty-five 


general merchandise and other stores, 
saloons and other buildings of all kinds 
are wiped out. Not a single business 
house remains. The only building to 
escape was the Methodist church. 


The number of people who are home- 


less is placed at 1,500, and they are 
being cared for by Giroux and Allen of 
the mining company. 


Two special trains left here for tha 


scene of the disaster, carrying tents 
and other material to comfort the dis- 
tressed, and a meeting is being held 
here to raise money for the needy, ot 
•whom there are many. The loes is com- 
plete, but little insurance having beeii 
•written in that camp, owing to tha 
great risk and inadequate water sup- 
ply. 


Where the fire originated was the 


scene of a carousal and while no dem- 
onstrations are being made 
against 


the men who are responsible for it, 
when the horrors of the deed wear 
away from the victims attention will 
be given to the men who caused it. 
They are said to be Italians. 


The fire started at 7 o'clock in the 


morning and spread with such rapid- 
ity that in less than two hours not 
a house in five blocks was left stand- 
ing. 
On the other side of the gulch 


hundreds of pounds of giant powder 
was used in the attempt to arrest the 
flames by demolishing buildings, but 
eye witnesses say chat as soon as a 
gap was made the scattered fragments
